The experiment of the forest serv- 
ice in u.-Ang Angora goats In con- 
structing fine breaks through the 
chaparral iu the Lassen National 
Forest Has met with such suoceaa 
that the government officials believe 
with careful handling the area grazed 
over by the animals can be entirely 
denuded of its present growth of 
brush. 

Two bands of goat* were sent into 
the experimental area early in July.

The department 
would not thereby prejudice the 
rights of any prior claimant who 
might appear in the future.' Slime 
then the department has had no cor- 
respotsdenee either with Adams or 
with his attorneys, and it is believed 
that hi* coming visit to Washington 
la to endeavor to obtain from the de- 
partment some guarantee to his al- 
leged title by right of discovery. 

The government, however, do*** wot 
claim ownership or sovereignty over 
the Islands, hut under the guano act 
of 1856 merely considers them as 
“appertaining" to the United States 
for the purpose of extracting guano. 
There are many other Islands which 
are net within the lawful Jurisdiction 
of any otic r government and which 
are not claimed by the citixena of 
any other government whose status 
is the tame as that of the Swan 
Islands. Under the law seven princi- 
pal facts must be established before 
the president of the United States, 
acting through the state department, 
can grant the right to extract guauo 
from an unclaimed Island. These 
are a* follows: First, that a deposit 

of guano has been discovered on the 
Islund by an American ettixen; sec- 
ond. that the Island is not within the 
lawful Jurisdiction of any other gov- 
ernment: third, that It Is not occu- 
pied Ivy the citizen* of any other gov- 
ernment ; fourth, that the discovers 
ha* taken and kept iieaceable possee- 
r.lou thereof lu tho name of tho 
United States; fifth, that the discov- 
erer bus given notice of the fact as 
soon as practicable to the state de- 
partment, on his oath; sixth, that the 
notice ha- been anxinipn ti4ed with u 
description of the island. Its latitude 
and logit ude; seventh, that satisfac- 
tory evidence lias been furnished to 
the state department showing Hint 
the island was not taken out of tho 
possession of any other government 
or people. 

The United ritate* has never claimed 
sovereignty over the Island nnd has 
no power to determine disputes be- 
tween citizens of the United States 
in regard to their rights in a guano 
iila mi. In caie that a dispute should 
gripe the claimants would be obliged 
to vindicate their title In tthe fede/al 
court*. In the present case, how- 
ever, Adams Halms ownership to the 
Islands by right of discovery after 
they had been abandoned by the 
guano companies. 

Not much I* known in this country 
about King Adams and his unique 
fight for the ownership of these 
Islands, but mariners of the Carib- 
bean, whj know his story well, think 
of him every timo they pass Ixy tin* 
went end cf the Greater Swan Island 
and see the fixed white light staring 
across the dark water from the only 
bracott on tho Island.

New York, Oct. 22. — The atroci- 
ties that have been committed in th« 
Congo country, instigated by King 
Leopold's government, are graphi- 
cally portrayed in a book now being 
published by Doubleday, Page 4c 
company. The autnor is Sir A. Co- 
nan Doyle. The llearst News service 
has been permitted to see the ad- 
vance sheets and it is a story so 
bloody, so horrible, so ghastly true 
that the whole civilized world must 
shudder when Its contents become 
known. 

Sir Conan Doyle convincingly de- 
scribes the massacres now going on 
in the Congo, that they are not only 
unobjected lo by King I^opold, but, 
in many instances the blood of the 
natives rests inevitably on the handH 
of the monarch himself. The author 
makes a ringing appeal to the United 
States to intervene and stop the 
slaughter that is now going on, now 
that the rubber trust may grow 
richer. 

He says: 

"There is a very special reason 
why America and England should 
not stand by and see these people 
done to death. They are in a sense 
their wards. America was the first 
to give official recognition to King 
Leopold's enterprise in 1884 and so 
has the responsibility of having ac- 
tually put him lu that position which 
be has since so dreadfully abused. 
She has been the indirect cause of 
the whole tragedy. Surely some 
reparation is due. 

Treaty l(es|Mmsible. 

"On the other band. England has. 
with the other European powers, 
signed the treaty of 1885, by which 
each and all of them makes Itself 
responsible for the condition of the 
native races. The other powers have 
so far shown no desire to live up to 
this pledge. But the conscience of 
England is uneasy, and she ia slowly 
rousing herself to act. Will Amer- 
ica he behind? 

"Attempts nave been made, too 
for there is considerable ingenuity 
and unlimited money on the other 
side), to pretend that It is a questiou 
of Protestant missions against Cath- 
olics. Any one who thinks this 
should read the book, ‘La Question 
Kingolaise,' of the eloquent and holy 
Jesuit. Father Vermersch. He lived 
in the country, and. as he says. It 
was the sight of the 'immeasurable 
misery' which drove him to write. 

"We English who are earnest over 
thl* matter look eagerly to the west- 
ward to see some Blgn of moral sup- 
port of material leading. It would 
be a great sight to see the banner of 
humanity and civilization carried for- 
ward in such a cause by the two 
great English-speaking nations."

An effort was made to have Presi- 
dent Roosevelt suspend the regula- 
tions and permit the widow to act 
as the keeper. It being shown that 
during the Illness of her husband she 
had apparently performed most of 
his duties. At the last moment, 
however. It was discovered that she 
was too corpulent. She couldn't 
wedge herself through the manhole 
that led to the light in order to clean 
the leuses. Whereupon the president 
reluctantly had (o give up the Idea 
of appointing her. 

Most of the beacons kept alight by 
the government have a light chamber 
large enough to admit the keeper. In 
some of the smaller ones, It Is quite 
a squeeze for an average sized man 
to worm through the entrance. The 
Jones Point lighthouse, being only a 
river warning, and in a situation not 
particular hazardous, is a tiny little 
one.
